the homicide committed by Gianakos.

and there he met 
George. Gianakos 


walking with n friend, Peter Thodoro- 
rakcs. Georgopouios ask>;ii Gianakos if 
he had not said something, repeating it, 
that reflected on the good name of his 
sister. Gianakos made a reply that led 
Georgopouios to say, "I have a witness 
to It, and I will call him." 
He called 


to one CournnJIs, who wns standing on 
the other sIAo of the Btrcut, to coma 
over to him, nnd ho did so. The testi-

BREMEN, Aug. 17.—President Pedro 


Montt, of Chile, who arrived from New 
York'on the Kaiser Wilhelm derGrosso 
yesterday morning, died,, suddenly here 
at iWO'last night. Death was due to 
a recurrence of heart 'failure following 
the recent attack of angina 
pectoris 


from which ho suffered. 


Mrs. Montt, his private 
physician, 


who had accompanied him, and a per- 
sonal attendant, were at his.bedside. 


President Montt sailed'from 
New 


York last. Tuesday' and was a fellow 
passenger on the aame steamship with 
Mayor Gaynor, of New York. He had 
met and talked with the mayor hut a 
few minutes before the latter was shot 
rand removed from the' ship. He was 


deeply .shocked by the 'attempt at as- 
sassination, 'and expressed great pleas- 
ure when wireless bulletins gave hope 
that Mayor Gaynor would recover.

BREMEN, Aug. 17.—President Pedro 
Montt, of Chile, who arrived from New 
York on the Kaiser Wllhelm der Grosse 
yesterday morning, died suddenly here 
at 11.50 last night. Death was due to 
a recurrence of heart failure following 
the recent - attack of angina pectoris 
from which he suffered. 
' - 
Mrs.- .Montt, his private 
physician, 


who had accompanied him, and a per- 
sonal attendant, were at.his bedside. 
President Montt sailed from 
New 


York last Tuesday, and' was a fellow 
passenger on the same steamship with 
Mayor Gaynor, of New York. He had 
met and talked wi(h the mayor but a 
few minutes before the latter was shot 
and removed from the ship. He was 
deeply, shocked by. the attempt at as- 
sassination, and expressed great pleas- 
ure Then wireless bulletins gave hope 
that Mayor Gaynor would recover. 
The Chilean chief executive 
came 


abroad in tho hope that'hc would com- 
pletely recover his health. He sailed 
from Valparaiso on the cruiser Bsmer- 
alda to Panama, and from there took, 
a Royal Mall steamship for New York. 
He arrived in the latter city in im- 
proved health and paid a 
visit 
to 


President Taft at 
Beverly, 
where 


friendliest greetings were exchnged 
between the chief executive 
of 
the 


North and South American Republics. 


On his arrival at Bremen this morn- 


ing President Montt appeared to have 
gained strength on the journey, but 
decided to rest here for a day or two 
before resuming his 
journey. Late 
last night there was a sudden recur- 
rence of heart failure, and he failed 
to rally under stimulants 
and died 


shortly before midnight. The body 
Will be returned to Chile, probably on 
a German man-of-war. 


Pedro Montt became president 
of 


Chile on September IS, 1906,.. and his! 
term of office extended to 1911. He sue-1 
ceeded German Riesco as chief execu-!

Pedro Montt was a member of one of 


the best known families in Chile, for 
his father, Manuel Montt, was presi- 
dent of'the Chilean republic-from 1851 
to 1861, to whom, chiefly because of his 
strong will, national history gives high 
credit for a firm and productive admin- 
istration. Pedro Montt was elected to 
the lower bouse soon after his admis- 
sion to the bar in 186S. 
He held his 
seat for many years, and was then re- 
turned senator for one of the southern 
provinces, and later for the province 
of Santiago. 
During those years he 


hnd often Been a member of the cabi- 
net, 
and was more than once premier. 


At various times he was speaker 3t 


the chamber of deputies find a coun- 
cillor of state, and -luring a brief but 
trying period was minister plenipoten- 
tiary at Washington.

AN 
AEROPLANE 


NEW YORK:, Aug. 17.—An aeroplane 


operated by wireless from the shore 
or the deck of a vessel is tho latest 
Invention of John Francis R. O'Rourke, 
the well-known constructing engineer. 
He believes that its use will revolu- 
tionize naval warfare. 


The aeroplane was built by Mr. 
O'Rourke and eight French experts on 
aviation and combines all the best fea- 
tures of the leading types of aircraft. 
It is controlled by the waves sent out 
by a wireless instrument, the pro- 
pulsive power being a powerful engine 
which will develop one horse power 
for every two pounds of its weight. 


The aeroplane is also designed to 
carry passengers, and when thus used 
can he steered by an. aviator, tho con- 
trol being centralised in a single lever. 
The problem of balance, solved by the 
Wright brothers In their warping de- 
vices, has been 
overcome 
by 
Mr. 


O'Rourke in some specially designed 
alrelons, which are moved by a lever, 
their position altering the balance of 
tho aeroplane. 


The use of this new invention during 
a war, as described by Mr. O'Rourke, 
would result In terrlblo damage to a 
foe. 
Tho neroplanu could be ucnt to a 


height of a mllo, tho engine stepped 
by wireless, and the piano, gradually 
gliding toward the earth, would drop 
explosives nt the will of tho wireless 
oporn tor. 
Sent from a wnr vessel It could cre- 


nto havoc In the formications of nn 
attacked town, while a flock of them 
could put to (llRht n Inrfto fleet of at- 
tacking ships.

THE 
HIGH 
COST OF LIVING 


The minority of the United States senate committee appointed to in- 


vestigate the causes of the high cost of living, has made its report, and the 
reasons which it presents are in the mnin directly opposed to those set 
forth by the majority report of the committee. 


, The tariff, trusts and monopolies, and the-increased money,supply are 


the three- chief causes assigned for the advance in prices of commodities 
in the United States as compared with the rest of the world. 


Senators Johnson of Alabama, Clark of Arkansas and Smith of South 


Carolina, are the members of. the select committee who signed this report. 
The report as a whole is logical and convincing. 
It attacks the fifteen 


reasons set forth by the majority report showing- that they are not the real 
reasons and that most of them have no.general effect upon the cost of liv- 
ing. 


It is shown that the tariff produces the trusts, and that the trusts un- 


der the shelter of high protection stamp out domestic competition. 
The 


manufacturers are then enabled to add to the price of the manufactured 
product tho amount of tariff duly imposed or to charge prices even much 
higher, which is actually done. 


Specific instances are quoted in support oi the claims made. 
The 


sugar trust, the meat trust and ;i few others nre cited ns examples 
of the combines that suppress competition and levy tribute upon the people. 


This report has the merit of cnndor and honesty whercns the other 


has been condemned ns arranged for political effect, in defence of tho tariff, 
and in the interests o£ the republican party. 
The committee has gone 


to the root of the matter with ulonr and convincing, arguments and sound 
logic. 
It hns not the specific dnta at hand to .show to whnl extent each 


of the causes assigned is responsible for the high cost of living, but it hns 
given abundant proof thnt the causes mentioned nre the real causes by 
which fictitious prices have been established so that the people hnvc to pay 
tho most exorbitant, rates for pvnotienlly nil the necessaries of life. 


The remedy, of course, would be n reduction in (lie tnriff, the. overthrow 


of the trusts ihnt, 
now exist under I ho .sanction of law, tho restoration 


of free domestic competition, «nd to » limited c.vleiil. also competition with 
foreign nations in tho domestic markets.
